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New Council Sworn in Before

Four deep voices, belong¬ 
ing to Gil Weidenfeld, Rich¬ 
ard Pilski, Ed Putens and 
Thomas White, and one high 
voice, belonging to Antoin¬ 
ette Bram, took the oath of 
office for the Greenbelt City 
Council on Monday. Septem¬ 
ber 26. Bram is the first 
woman since 1971 to take 
the oath of office. The five 
council members were also 
the first to be inaugurated 
while on live cable TV. 

The first order of business for 
the new council was the election 
of mayor. With White sitting as 
temporary chair, top vote-getter 
Weidenfeld was elected mayor. 
In another unsurprising move, 
Pilski, second highest vote-getter, 
was elected mayor pro-tem. 

To packed council chambers, 
the council members talked about 
their vision of the coming term. 
A large contingent of dignitaries 
—U.S. Congress man Steny Ho v- 
er; State Senator Leo Green; 
Delegates Gerard Devlin, Charles 
Ryan and Joan Pitkin; County 
Executive Parris Glendening and 
County Council member Richard 
Castaldi — were present during 
the evening. Norman Pritchett, 
Clerk of the Seventh Judicial Cir¬ 
cuit Court, administered the oath 
of office to the mayor. 

Each council member also took 
a moment to say thanks. Weiden¬ 
feld found that his words were 
inadequate “While my mouth is 
saying thank you, my heart is 
sending Valentines.” He predicted 
that the new council would be a 
busy one, wrestling with such 
issues as development, road im¬ 
provements, animal control, intra- 
city transportation, senior citizen 
housing, a possible bond referen¬ 
dum, the North End School and 
probably other issues unheard of 
at the present. He felt the council 
was composed of very capable 
individuals who have served on 
council for many years or, in the 
case of Bram, are familiar with 
the issues. 

Pilski thanked his supporters 
and all the candidates who ran, 
thus giving the citizens of Green- 
belt a real choice. He predicted 
that the next two years would 
not be without issues and would 
give the citizens a chance to see 
how council really performs on 
the issues. He noted that citizens 
would be able to see council via 
cable TV.

Second-term council member Ed 
Putens thanked all candidates for 
the good job that had been done 
during the city's election. The 
particular issues which he saw 
facing the council were develop¬ 
ment and traffic congestion 
around the city. He took pains to 
assure people that every citizen 
had the right to bring their con¬ 
cerns to the council and have 
them addressed. 

Newest member Bram said she 
enjoyed meeting people during 
the campaign. She invited com¬ 
munity groups, especially those 
which were inactive, to reorga¬ 
nize and become active. She 
pointed to three particular issues 
—youth, senior citizens and the 
arts—for the new council to deal 
with. The concerns of youth were 
always new, she felt, and senior 
citizens needed more facilities. 
She suggested council establish a 
Fine Arts Board. Today Greenbelt 
is experiencing urban problems in 
crime, transportation and animal 
control. But Bram asserted, “Just 
as we were the best of the rural 
communities, so too we can be

the best of the urban communi¬ 
ties” 

Wh thanked all those who ex¬ 
ercised their vote and noted that 
elections also served to focus on 
significant issues. Such issues 
were pet control, development and 
transportation. He foresaw a 
bond referendum for capital im¬ 
provement items such as possible 
road, Braden Field or recreation 
facility improvements or land ac¬ 
quisition. 

Finally, the mayor called on 
former council member Bob Zug- 
by. Zugby thanked all those who 
had supported him as well as all 
those who voted. He thanked the 
four members of the past council 
for an educational and rewarding 
experience during the last few 
months. Saying he believed her 
“a most capable individual,” he 
wished Bram luck. Finally, he 
gave the new council his support 
with a word of warning, “I am 
a citizen.” He pledged to become 
reinvolved and offer suggestions 
which, “perhaps you’ll pay atten¬ 
tion to and perhaps not,”

WSSC to Look at Storm Drainage 
Problem in Hanover Pkwy Area

On Monday, October 3, the Washington Suburban San¬ 
itary Commission will hold a public information meeting in 
Greenbelt to examine four proposed alternative methods for 
controlling storm drainage along Hanover Parkway east of 
the Greenway Shopping Center. The WSSC presentation 
will be made at the city council meeting in the Greenbelt 
Municipal Building at 8 p.m. 

Because of recent, rapid devel¬ 
opment of residential and com¬ 
mercial properties to the north 
and east of the site, jand on high¬ 
er ground, the prospects for 
flooding, stream erosion, sedi¬ 
mentation and deteriorating water 
quality for the downstream area 
have increased dramatically. This 
possibility has triggered a study 
of the situation by the Stormwa¬ 
ter Planning Unit of the WSSC. 

In Prince Georges County, this 
agency holds the authority for 
control and disposition of surface 
water. 

Of special concern are two 
small, unnamed tributaries which 
drain into the area to which Han¬ 
over Parkway south of Greenbelt 
Rd. provides access. (See ac¬ 
companying map.) The first of 
these tributaries north of the Bal¬ 
timore-Washington Parkway, 

flows through a 30” culvert under 
the highway, and then in an open 
channel between the Parkway and 
Greenbelt Rd, From Greenbelt 
Rd. through the Greenway Shop¬ 
ping Center, the stream is carried 
within concrete pipes. It resur¬ 
faces then in undeveloped land 
until again channeled into cul¬ 
verts near the intersection of 
Hanover Parkway and Hanover 
Drive. 

The second tributary begins 
west of the Doctors' Hospital 
property on Good Luck Rd. Ex¬ 
cept for the distance it traverses 
through the Goddard Space Vil¬ 
lage Apartment complex, this 
tributary is open for most of its 
length. The two tributaries join 
about 400 feet north of a culvert 
under the Capital Beltway. From

this point the resulting larger 
stress flows through an earthen 
channel in the Schrom Hills sub¬ 
division, continues through Green¬ 
belt Park, and eventually flows 
into Northwest Branch, a tribu¬ 
tary of the Anacostia River. 

On the accompanying map the 
two circles mark the areas which 
the WSSC has pinpointed for spe¬ 
cial problems. Because of inade¬ 
quate culverts at these locations, 
water already tends to accumu¬ 
late in uncontrolled ponds. In the 
event of an unusually heavy rain¬ 
fall, Hanover Parkway could, in 
fact, be flooded straight across. 
Also threatened with flooding are 
the swimming pool area and a 
utility building for Goddard 
Space Village Apartments. Traf¬ 
fic into the area could also be 
disrupted. 

Severe erosion of the stream 
bed and banks is also anticipated. 
With further projected commer¬ 
cial development in this fragile 
ecosystem, the WSSC has been 
searching for design changes to 
eliminate such future problems. 
Currently a professional center 
is projected on Hanover Park¬ 
way directly south of the Exxon 
station and a second such center 
at the southwest corner of Han¬ 
over Parkway and Greenway Cen¬ 
ter Drive. 

Proposed Solutions 

All four alternatives proposed 
by the WSSC involve excavation 
of detention basins and replace¬ 
ment of existing culverts with 
control structures and outfall 
pipes. These alternatives vary in 
design and in projected cost as 
well as in the degree of disrup-

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On Vicious Dogs 

Deep within all of us as Americans is the conviction 
that a man’s home should be his castle. Our traditions 
make us loath, in fact, to interfere with the ways our fellow 
citizens choose to live their lives. This is why neighbors, 
city officials, and the police in Greenbelt have been ducking 
an issue that has been raised more and more pointedly by 
a few concerned citizens. This is the issue of pet control. 
Unfortunately, a recent event has forced this issue into the 
arena of public responsibility. 

As reported in last week’s issue of the News Review , 
a vicious, unprovoked attack by a large dog on a Greenbelt 
postal carrier has resulted in the hospitalization of the vic¬ 
tim and his anticipated absence from work for several 
months. Although more severe in the consequences to the 
victim, this episode was not a first-time occurrence. In fact, 
it duplicates an incident this summer involving a carrier 
for this paper—a young girl—who was attacked and bitten 
by a dog escaping from a home on her delivery route. A 
second young Nevvs Review carrier had earlier suffered a 
dog bite, though the animal in this case was already out of 
doors. 

Although neighbors since the postal carrier incident 
have been reported as having been long concerned about 
the attacking animal, apparently none had filed a complaint 
with the city or with GHI. We can understand how citi¬ 
zens try to avoid conflict with those they live among. We 
can understand also how municipal authorities can respond 
only to specific charges about specific animals. 

Yet clearly the animal control ordinances need serious 
review. Very likely they are inadequate for circumstances 
which have changed. An alarming development, for ex¬ 
ample, is repeated reports of packs of wild dogs running 
loose on the Beltsville Agricultural Research Center just 
outside the city gates. Greenbelt’s hiring of an additional 
animal warden — a person with professional training in 
animal control — is a heartening development. Whether 
or not it is adequate for the scope of the problem remains, 
of course, still to be demonstrated. 

In the meantime all of us — neighbors, police, GHI 
staff, city council and municipal employees — must take 
responsibility both to locate potentially dangerous animals 
and to determine how the public can be protected from 
them. 

It should go without saying that pet owners, most of 
all, have responsibility to see that actions of their own 
animals do not interfere with the free movement of others 
in their community. All of us should be able to walk the 
streets of our own city, confident that whatever monsters 
lurkjnside the homes we pass, they are safely confined 
within those castle walls.

Japanese Dance Troupe To Perform Saturday 


by Rema Boscov 

‘We are it in all of America.” 

That statement comes from Leland Chambers, Green- 
belt resident and stage manager of Kotobuki Kai, the only 
authentic performers of Nihon Buyo in the United States. 

Extracted from Japanese Kabuki dramas, Nihon Buyo 
is dance drama, the Japanese equivalent of ballet and opera 
in an efficiently condensed form. With the eastern approach, 
emphasizing clarity and simplicity, a dancer of this tra¬ 
dition can convey an entire story line using a few gestures. 
Their next performance is this Saturday. 

Do you have to know what the see on Oct. 1 at 8 p.m. in the 


gestures mean to enjoy Kabuki 
dancing? Not for productions by 
Kotobuki Kai. Narrator Jean 
Ornstein, also of Greenbelt, will 
explain the brief numerous dra¬ 
mas in lines retaining the poetic 
quality of Japanese narration. 

“We try to duplicate as much 
as possible,” Gerald King, Koto- 
buki’s Kais president, says of the 
troupe’s authenticity, “but we 
adapt to the American audience.” 
Those unfamiliar with the mean¬ 
ings of Japanese gestures have 
no trouble following the story 
line.” Though some Japanese 
movements have multiple mean¬ 
ings, and some, such as our 
movements for goodbye, mean 
just the opposite to a Japanese, 
the expression of moods and feel¬ 
ings is universal,” King says. 

The dancers will express this 
universality in their next per¬ 
formance by using, as one of their 
many numbers, the Tennessee 
Waltz, choreographed to describe 
the actions expressed in the 
words.

You’ll 
see several dance dramas, short 
extracts from Kabuki plays which 
traditionally run for as long as 
six to eight hours. You’ll see clev¬ 
erly designed sets. ‘“Some of the 
sets are quite elaborate,” Cham¬ 
bers says of the sets designed by 
him and King. “Everything’s on 
wheels and folds up,” he says, 
remarking that in the Japanese 
tradition scene changes take no 
more than one minute. “We’ve 
had as many as 17 scene changes 
in an hour and a half,” he says. 

You’ll see authentic costumes, 


some costing over $1000, one over 
a century old. But primarily 
you’ll see the work of an expert 
dancer, choreograph^* and teach¬ 
er of Japanese dance as she 
guides her troupe through a cycle 
of dance-dramas, this series en¬ 
titled “Seasons of Japan.” 

Yoko Harada King, trained in 
traditional Japanese dance since 
age four, has taught and per¬ 
formed in Japan and in the Unit¬ 
ed States, where she now resides, 
returning to Japan occasionally 
for further study. She is organiz¬ 
er and director of Kotobuki Kai, 
Inc. and has choreographed a 
number of Japanese theatrical 
performances including costume 
design and choreography for the 
Maryland Opera Society’s pro¬ 
duction of Madame Butterfly.”
